It is stated, however, that the German ambassa'dor 


here has given a definite and verbal assurance of the friend- 
liness of his government. It has been expressly denied that 
Germany has ulterior designs in the Philippines. 


A Reckless Correspondent. 


Washington, July 20—Special—Sylvester Scovel; the 


war correspondent in Cuba who slapped Gen. Shafter's face 
:at the flag-raising in Santiago, is the man whose life was 
saved several months ago by the intervention of congress, 
the president and Consul General Lee. 
Scovel was a pris- 


oner in the hands of the Spaniards, and was under sentence 
of death as a spy. 
He is a reckless fellow and insane in his 


quest for notoriety. 
Gen. Shafter might have ordered his 


trial by drum-head court martial and had him shot promptly, 
but generously ordered that he be sent to the United States, 
where will be tried and punished. The man receives no sym- 
pathy among either newspaper men or army officers, and will 
probably be severely dealt with. 


Cubans Cannot be Trusted. 


Washington, July 20—Special- The refusal of Garcia 


to be present at the raising of the American flag in Santiago 
creates no uneasiness here. He has all along been anxious 
to dictate the methods to be pursued by the American army 
of iuvasion, and has been piqued at the fact that he has not 
been permitted to do so. No material help is expected 
from the Cvbans in any direction. They have the taint of 
Spanish blood, and can never be trusted out of sight.

would surprise no one here if they were ffghting side by side 
with their oppressors within a month, for venality and treach- 
ery are their birthright 


Famine Doing Its Work. 


Washington, July 20 -Special—The blockade of Cuban 


ports is having as great an influence towards the overthrow 
ef Spanish power in Cuba as the operations of our army. 
Reports are to the efftct that the garrisons at Mat'anzas, 
Cardenas and Cienfuegos are on the verge of starvation, and 
will be forced to capitulate soon unless they receive supplies. 
The soldiers are not in condition for fighting, ard could not 
successfully defend their positions against attack by the 
Americans. 
The belief is general that they will surrender 


with little resistance. 


Bombardment of Manzanillo.

Be- 


fore the rioting ended nine were killed and scores wounded. 


Good Work by Gunboats. 


Key West, July 20—Special—A report has reached here 


that the gunboats Hornet and Wampatuck sunk three Span- 
ish gunboats off the Isle of Pines three weeks ago, and later 
cut the cable laid by Spaniards. 


May Surrender Without a Blow. 


Washington, July 20.—Special—Porto Rico may surren- 


der without a blow, The war department will send such an 
overwhelming force that resistance on the part of the Span- 
iards will be. futile. 
If however the Americans meet any op- 


position it may be only a brief, desperate stand for honor's 
sake. In any event it is not thought the surrc nder will be 
deferred long after Miles arrives.

tary condition. They found 1,747 sick 
eoldlers in the military hospital, but 
only six of these were suffering from 
yellow fever. The local physicians say 
that next month will show more sick- 
ness than Is found at present. Siboney 
hag been quarantined against the army 
because of the yellow fever there, but 
Gen. Shatter says that this regulation 
la only temporary.
